John Mitchell, former head of the 
United Mine Workers of America, re­ 
ceived a cordial reception for the ideas 
advanced. 
He estimated tbat 
fully 
¡¿5 per cent of the coal in the mine 
already developed had boen wasted in 
mining, and a much greater percent­ 
age 
in 
use. 
Without 
such 
waste, 
which be bellev >d might be overcome, 
the supply of coal would last 2,000 In 
stead of 200 years, as predicted. 
Governor 
Johnson 
oi 
Minnesota 
made a lively talk in which be took 
issue win, Mr. Carnegie's statement 
that 
wasteful 
methods prevailed 
in 
iron mining in the Luke Superior re 
gion and cheerfully assured that .gen­ 
tleman that "Mr. Hill will be glad to 
take issue with him on some things.” 
Two 
problems, 
he said, confronted 
the conference—one was the conserva­ 
tion of the natural resources, the oth­ 
er the true development of industry. 
One, he said, was as grt at as th< 
other.

John Haves Hammond, who has the 
reputation of being the highest pai- 
mining engineer in the country, read 
a paper on engineering methods, in

T he climax of the afternoon session 
w'as the speech of Secretary of State 
Elihu Root.

Dr. Angel of the University of Michi­ 
gan added his encouragement to the 
convention.

Laporte, Ind., May 14.— Denials by 
Laporte officials that the Rev. R. A. 
Schnell had revealed to them the sub­ 
stance of his conversations with Ray 
Lamphere and the discovery of evi­ 
dence that Mrs. Bella Gunness was 
aided by an accom plice In luring her 
victim s to the farm are the latest de­ 
velopm ents in the case. 
The denials 
cam e from Dr. C. S. Mack, coroner; 
A. F. 
Smutzer, sheriff, and 
R. 
N. 
Smith, prosecuting attorney. 
In ad­ 
dition, H. W. Worden, attorney for 
the prisoner, issued a formal state­ 
m ent that he had given his client 
strict injunctions not to discuss the 
charges against him and concluding 
"The fact is that 
Lam phere has 
never made a confession to anyone, 
and never will. 
He has nothing to 
confess.” 
The evidence regarding the aids 
of Mrs. Gunness came in a letter from 
a resident of Cleveland addressed to 
the 
local 
chief 
of 
police, 
Clinton 
Cochrane. 
It told of the w riter’s hav­ 
ing met a stranger in that city last 
August, who gave him a photograph 
of "a rich widow who resided in La­ 
porte,” and tried to persuade him to 
come here to see the woman. 
The 
photograph is a fairly good likeness 
of Mrs. Gunness and w as evidently 
taken some time ago. 
Thom as Blackburn of Amboy, Ind., 
was discovered to be the man whom 
Ray Lamphere said he saw on tho 
G uenther road the m orning of the 
fire. 
Blackburn was accompanied by 
his wife and son. 
T he tim e of his de­ 
parture from the home of a relative 
showed that the meeting m ust have 
occurred about 4:30 o ’clock. 


Operated Under Four Names. 


T he new revelations that are being 
m ade each day in the case of Mrs. 
Bella Gunness, the I .a porte murderess, 
Include the discovery that she operat­ 
ed her m atrimonial m urder trust un­ 
der four names, and that sh e also was 
engaged 
in 
peculiar 
financial deals 1 
that 
may involve a num ber of La- 
p orte’s leading citizens. 
Advertising extensively all over the 
country and receiving an average of 
ten letters a day, Mrs. Gunness re I 
sorted 
to 
fictitious 
nam es 
for her 
schemes. 
The fact that one series of 
her letters were delivered at Michigan 
City and there called for by a man 
indicates to the authorities that she 
had an accomplice in that vicinity who 
may prove to have had a hand in her 
m urders as well as a share of her j 
spoils. 
V nder the nam e of Mrs. Belle Gun- 
ness, Mrs. Bella Sorenson and Mrs. 
Jen n ie H inckley the woman received 
mail at I.aporte. 
Not satisfied with 
the three rural deliveries that daily 
reached her farm, she was accustomed 
to call at the Laporte postoffice th r e e 
tim es a day. 
In Michigan City her postoffice nam e 
was Mrs. Margaret Olson, and a man 
supposed to have been an em p lo 
carried away the m any letters that 
cam e to her. 
T he financial transactions of Mrs. 
Gunness which bank ( fflcials are prob­ 
ing through a thorough search of their 
records, indicate that the woman was 
not averse to m aking loans at usurious 
rates of interest. 
One of the men named in common 
rum or as having aided her in her per­ 
petrating schem es along this line is a 
public official of Laporte. 
Other men 
are said to be fearful that their nam es 
may be dragged into the frauds of the 
wily widow, though none of them is 
suspected of having any knowledge of 
her crimes.

B ertha Schultz, a clerk In a local dry 
goods store, said that the woman was 
in the store several days before the 
fire and told her that she was afraid 
that Lam phere would set fire to the 
farm house. 
A schedule of Mrs. G unness’ per­ 
sonal property was filed by Executor 
Fogle. 
Besides $720 In the bank, the 
Item s consist of live stock, crops, h a r­ 
ness, vehicles and oth er farm imple­ 
m ents,

Some insurance is said to be due the 
estate as the result of the destruction 
of the house and furniture, but no 
mention of it is made in the document 
on record.

Follows Attempt of Russian Prisoners 


to Escape. 
Yekaterlnoslav,

14.—The

tempt made by prisoners to break out 
of the government jail here after m ak­ 
ing a breach in the wall of the guard­ 
room with a bomb was a complete fail­ 
ure, but it brought about a horrible 
scene of slaughter In and around the 
fail 
building. 
Twenty-eight 
of 
the 
prisoners were shot to death by the 
guard, and another of them has since 
died of his wounds. 
Thirty others 
w ere wounded, and it is expected that 
•everal of these will succumb. 
Aa soon as the bomb was thrown 
one of the detachm ent of prisoners 
charged the guards in the courtyard 
and 
attempted 
to 
climb 
the 
wall. 
Tw elve of these men were instantly 
killed, while others were wounded. At 
the sam e tim e a second body of pris­ 
oners rushed to the kitchen and, seiz 
ing knives and other weapons, at­ 
tempted to cut their way to liberty. 
They were surrounded and killed to 
a man by the soldiers, who had been 
hastily summoned by the prison au 
Glorifies.

prison into a state of panic. 
The in 
m ates who took no part in the plot 
gathered in the windows overlooking 
th e courtyard. 
They were ordered tc 
draw back, but refused, whereupon 
the guards fired volleys into the open 
windows. 
Two prisoners w ere shot 
down while attem pting to escape ovet 
th e roof of the building. 
80 far as I 
known, not one succeeded in getting 
away. 
The chief warden of the pris 
on is among the wounded.
